THE EMPEROR'S MARRIAGE. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald thus reports the 


marriage ceremony :— 

The marriage day of his Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China 
and the august ruler of hundreds of millions of subjects has passed 
over here asif ithad not been. There was no popular excitement 
or demonstration, such as would accompany the nuptials of royalty 
in Europe, nor even a very general interest displayed by the 
citizens of the capital in the event. Everything seemed to be 
formal, and, Fo far as the outer barbarian or the more favoured 
celestial of unofficial position were concerned, perfectly private. 
For some time we have known that his Majesty Pung-chih would, 
on this 16th October, in the eleventh year of his reign and six- 
teenth of his age, be united to the accomplished and virtuous 
Ah-lu-té, daughter of Chung-chih, a lecturer in the Hanlin, now 
raised to the dignity of Duke. We have heard of silks and sycee 
being sent in any quantity to the capital, and now and again the 
approaching event was noticed in the Peking Gazette. We were 
curious, therefore, to see so much of the ceremonial as might 
be public, but were after all obliged to gratify our curi- 
osity in almost a surreptitious manner. A few days before 
the event, Chung-how and another high official from the 
Tsung-li Yamen called on the Foreign Ministers, and sug- 
gested that they should ask their nationals to keep out of the 
way. Some of the Ministers, Mr. Wade among the number, and 
Mr. Hart for the Customs officials, accordingly issued notifications 
requesting foreigners to avoid showing themselves while the pre 
cession passed along—which the foreigners considerately did, so 
far as was consistent with their determination to see somewhat of 
it. Among the wedding guests were the Ambassadors from the 
Tributary States of Korea, Anram, and Loochow. The first 
mentioned came, it is said, expressly to do homage on the aus- 

icious occasion. The resident Foreign Ministers, who refuse to 

tow, were of course excluded from the ceremonial. Excepting 
the procession from the Imperial palace to the Empress-elect's re- 
sidence, everything was conducted within the sacred privacy of 
the parses: The procession part is, therefore, all that can be 
notice 


For some weeks previously the road along the route to be taken’ 
by the procession was put under repair and carefully watered and 
cleaned, so that it was brought up toa pitch of finish altogether 
exceptional in China. The portion traversed is rather over & 
mile in length; and on the 10th inst. the processions began by 
the transference of the Imperial furniture to the palace. The 
first lot consisted of the Imperial bedstead, of the ordinary Ohi- 
nese four-poster style, in Canton blackwood, splendidly carved 
and with rich hangings. A looking-glass, eight wardrobes, eight 
trunks and a few chairs, all in the same material and style, 
formed part of the suite; and during the next few days other 
articles of furniture and objects of vertu were sent in to the 
palace, many of them, no doubt, wedding presents. About four 
in the afternoon of the 16th the grand wedding procession issued 
from the Imperial palace to bring the bride to her.Imperial lord. 
A body of runners preceded it, and at the head of the procession 
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rode a Mongol prince, with his attendants. Then fifty white 
ponies, with yellow housings, and led by men in scarlet. 

The band, dressed in scarlet—silent. 

A number of men marching in pairs, with banazers—small flags 
of yellow or red, having blue or black dragons emblazoned on them, 
and borne on red poles. 7 

A scarlet umbrella of state. 

Abowt 200 men with lamps. 

Forty-eight large round emblem fans. 
wo black umbrellas, 











Two white do. 
Six yellow do, 
Six red . 
Two blue do, 
Two embroidered yellow do. 


About 150 men with banners, 

Two men who walked by the side of the path and bore aloft 
lamps from which depended banners. These men were clothed in 
scarlet, and had their dress varied with yellow spots. 

Two Princes, one @ fine looking man, said to be Prince (Kung. 
These Princes were the masters of the ceremonies. 

The Empress’s Book and Seal, each borne on a white chair. 

The Empress’s chair, covered with yellow silk and gold, the 
poles red, and carried by sixteen eunuch bearers, all in scarlet 
and freely be-buttoned ; sixteen spare bearers following. 

A Manchu Prince, with numerous attendants and officials on 
horseback. 

About 200 guards on foot. 

In enumerating the etceteras of the procession, we have hers 
the additions—principally the lamp-bearers and the chairs with the 
Empress’s Book and Seal—which were made on the return, be- 
tween 1l and 12 p.m. The procession was not very long, but the 
coup d’e@il was magnificent. The dresses and appointments were 
rich and splendid ; and everything was carried through in the 
quietest manner. 


SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend to the Ist Nov. The outward mail of Sept. 13 
(French) arrived on 28th Oct. 


The Imperial marriage has passed off very quietly. In the 
Peking Gazette, just to hand, of 22ad Oct., 1872, we read a note 
from their Majesties the two Empresses Dowager, to his Majesty 
Tung-chih, expressing their wishes that his Majesty should in 
the first moon of next Chinese year (February 1873) ascend the 
Throne and assume the position of Emperor; and that the re- 
gency shoul] then ceaso. His Majesty commands that the high 
officers of State will consider th: wishes of their Majesties, 
and later give his Majesty their advice on the subject of the 
note. We may now therefore conclude that the regency 
will cease from the first moon of next Chinese year, and 
that his Majesty Tung-chih will be henceforth both in name and 
in fact the Emperor of his dominions. In the Gazette of Oct. 23, 
1872, we find an edict bearing on the former memorial of the 
Viceroy of Chibli, Le-hung-chang, who prayed that certain officers, 
himself included, should be degraded, &c., &., on account of the 
bursting of the banks of the Yung ting and of the consequent in- 
undation of a great portion of Chihli. It is now commanded that, 
as the banks have been repaired, the officers in question should be 
reinstated in their positions and ranks. 

We learn that the Literary Chancellor of Kiangsu will arrive 
at Shunkiang in the beginning of November. After finishing the 
examinations at Soochow and Taitsang, he directed the Chifu to 

ber together the scholars of seven neighbouring cities at Sung- 

jang, to await the fixing of the day for the B.A. examination ; 
the B.A. graduates to be examined at the same time for next 
years M.A. 

The prospectus of the China Coast Steam Navigation Company 
will be found in our advertising columns. It will be seen that 
the general agents propose to combine, for the benefit of the new 
company, the traffic operations of the Vanzing, Appin, Peiho, and 
Dragon. Considering the growing trade between Shanghai and 
its Northern and Southern connections, there seems no reason 
why the consolidation of such a company should not be of general 
bese The agency is in the hands of Mesars. Jardine, Matheson 
and Co. 

We hear that Captain Hutchison, lately owner of the Shaftes- 
rtf has become owner of the P. and O. Co.’s steamer Ottawuit, 
and leaves for Hong Kong to take charge of his new venture. 

We hear that the gross amount of the tenders for the Municipal 
Debenture Loan was Tis. 250,000, and that the allotments were 
made at an average of 3} premium. 

H.M.S. Iron Duke arrived at Woosung from Nagasaki. It is 
probable that the fine band of this ship will appear at the race 
meeting, and we feel sure that if this can be so arranged it will 
Give racegoecrs much gratification. The Salamis, Admiral Shad- 
well, has gone up to Haukow. 

Our readers will notice that the wall at Messrs. Fogg and Co.’s, 
about which there has been so much controversy, has been taken 
down, and is now being replaced in its old position. They will 
also notice that in the centre of the Bund here isa line drawn 
showing the piece of land reclaimed, of which we presume Messrs. 


Fogg and Co. intend to take possession. We also observe that the 
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Bund line has been similarly marked out, opposite several of the 
leading hongs.

Every day Shanghai is more and more putting on the appear-~ 
ance of an European or American city. The storekeepers now 
exhibit their wares behind great plate glass windows, which, in 
a month or 20, will be brilliantly lighted with gas during the 
couple of hours before closing. The sanitary arrangements are 
rapidly improving, rents are gradually but steadily diminishing, 
and instead of the large hongs of former days, people who now 
put money into building specs provide four or six-roomed houses for 
young married people, of whom the number is largely increasing, 
chiefly, no doubt, on account of the dimishing cost of living. The 
country road to the Bubbling Well has long been lined with villas 
on both sides ; but these are now, for the most part, deserted in 
favour either of the smail houses in the settlement, or of terraces 
of detached or semi-detached houses on the river-road to Wasung. 
This latter now extends to a point four miles from the Soochow 
creek bridge, and before the end of the year will have reached 
two miles farther. Hongkew is being thoroughly drained ; work 
now nearly complete, and the demands of private consumers far 
down in that quarter have rendored necessary the construction of 
an auxiliary gasometer on a plot of ground opposite the Hongkew 
wharf. The comprehensive building scheme for the two divisions 
of the settlement will very soon be carried out, and it is said 
that the Council will adopt the wise plan of leaving a consider- 
able share of the expense to be borne by succeeding generations 
of foreign residents. Tis. 300,000 is spoken of as the probable 
figure of the municipal loan which will be necessary, and unless 
the bank take it all up, which is not separ es an excellent 
opportunity will be offered to small capitalists of securing a safe 
and remunerative investment. 

There is nothing political. A report is current that the man- 
darin worshippers in Peking are sadly disgusted at not being in- 
vited to take any share in the Imperial nuptial festivities. It is 
also said (but you know what gup like this is worth) that a power- 
ful secret society pledged to the overthrow of the Manchu dy- 
nasty, and to the embroilment of foreign Powers with China, as a 
step in the desired direction, is known to exist in Shanghai. 
There is no doubt whatsoever that the Chinese are making the 
sea approaches to Peking almost impregnable. The correspondent 
of the Allgemeine Zeitung, whose letter you translated the other 
day, is quite correct, except in the trivial matter of saying that 
fortifications are being constructed on a river to the south of 
Taku. Pehtang (where our troops landed in 1860 and took the 
Taku forts in the rear) is the place he means, and certainly the 
manoeuvre which was successful then would now either fail or be 
very costly. The next expedition to Peking must march over- 
land from Chinkiang, and hence must be on a very large scale as 
regards numbers. This is not intended to prejudge the possibility 
of a descent by Russia from a different quarter,an event not very 
unlikely after all.

THE LECTURE OF DR. LEGGE. 

The series of popular lectures, to be given fortnightly in the 
City Hall Buildings, was inaugurated on the 6th inst. by the Rev. 
Dr. Legge. St. Andrew’s Hall contained an audience larger and 
more fashionable than any we have ever seen gathered together 
in Hong Kong at a purely intellectual entertainment. As one 
of the oldest residents he was just the man to “lecture” those 
concerned on all these subjects. He had an admirable chance, 
seeing that the audience comprised his Excellency the Governor, 
his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, and a large number of 
the higher officials; and the result was, as the Governor charac- 
terised it, a compendious and instructive, as well as an interesting 
lecture—a most valuable leaf from the experience of the past. 

Commencing with his first arrival on the island, the Rev. 
lecturer sketched its formation into a colony and its subsequent 
history. Nearly thirty years ago—from which time the sketch 
commenced—the city of Victoria did not require a very large 
directory to contain the names of its residents, and the then 
scarcely formed street-lines were easily described. Ina chartered 
cutter, from Macao, Dr. Legge landed, during the reign of Sir 
Henry Pottinger ; with their letters from home twice a year, de- - 
livered in a hap-hazard sort of way by means of friendly chit- 
books, the life of the early colonists was humourously called be- 
fore the minds of those now inhabiting Victoria city. The im- 
mense strides made by the young colony were graphically shows 
by comparison between the state of things thirty years ago and 
that exhibited in these days of steam and telegraphy, extended 
trade, long lines of streets, and palatial residences. 

Having pronounced a hearty eulogium on the energy and en- 
terprise displayed in this marvellous transformation, the learned 
lecturer passcd on to a cursory allusion to the part played by the 
respective Governors in the development of the colony ; Bonham, 
Bowring, Mercer, Robinson, and MacDonnell. He next spoke of the 
burglarious era and the piratical era, the latter following the for- 
mer by a natural course of circumetances ; and ia passing he 
spoke in commendatory terms of Sir Richard MacDonnell’s anti-

piracy measures and the efforts made by the Chinese revenue 
cruisers in the same direction. Of the part taken by Hong Kong 
in the China War, and of the various other measures of more or 
less magnitude introduced by Sir H. Robinson and Sir. R. Mac 
Donnell, we have no space to speak. The scheme of 
education inaugurated by the former—with which the Rev. 
Doctor was intimately connected—was highly approved of ; 
and ‘the system of cadets, which was also an idea 
of Dr. Legge’s, was warmly dilated on; while, in a tone 
“more in sorrow than in anger,” he regretted that Sir Richard 
had subverted the entire scheme. Speaking of the police forca, 
the Rev. Doctor reiterated his favourite theory that the backbone 
of the force must consist of natives; while in his remarks on the 
Chinese people—whom he regards as the most law-abiding to be 
found anywhere—he entered his protest against any departure 
from the procedure of English law in their government. The 
police at present existing he regarded as a great improvement on 
those of past days; but with a thoroughly-qualified superin- 
tendent and picked Chinese, he would undertake to clear the 
colony of crime as thoroughly as any city at home. Passing com- 
mendations were given to Mr. Stewart, inspector of schools, and 
Mr. Douglas, “our model governor of the gaol.” The present 
highly satisfactory state of the colony as the healthiest in. the 
East was also dwelt upon and compared with the easily-explained 
mortality of former years. . 

The concluding portion of the lecture was devoted to a consi- 
deration of the political condition of the Empire of China ; to the 
comparison of it so frequently made with that of Japan; and to 
the part which Hong Kong must play in the future. The Rev. 
Doctor threw an eloquent word-picture of the future on the co- 
lony ; and consleded amid the unanimous plaudits of ull present. 

Sir Arthur Kennedy then rose, and, in a few congratulatory 
words, proposed a hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer for his 
compendious and interesting lecture. From the learned Doctor’s 
experience they ought to find much instruction in his matured 
palaments: and he was convinced in his own mind that Dr. 

gge’s views would ere many years be much more appreciated 
than they were at present. As Dr. Legge had himself said, it was 
not to be expected that they should agree with him in all his 
views; but sure he was that Dr. Legge’s world-wide fame would 
yet be regarded as a great honour reflecting on Hong Kong, and 
that the truth of the views he had now expressed would ulti- 
mately be fully recognised. Applause followed, and the audience 
dispersed.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—e— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 14th Nov. The outward French mail of 
llth Oct. arrived on 12th Nov. The following summary is from 
the Straits Times :-— 

The heavy loss sustained by the Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China, through the failure of Messrs. Joshua 
and Brother, caused a run on that establishment yester- 
day. Specie payments were continued without intermis- 
sion until three p.M., the usual hour for closing, when the 
doors were shut upon an eager and excited crowd of Chitties, 
Chinese, and Klings, who remained in the street in front 
of the building, and would not leave the place. A panic had 
spread amongst the poorer classes, and petty shopkeepers came 
from long distances to get their $5 or $10 notes, no matter 
upon what bank, converted into hard silver without delay. 
The Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, in order 
to allay the panic, kept open to a late hour to meet any 
deniand of this sort ; and the example was followed soon after by 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank, where, after a large amount of 
specie had been counted out, the doors were again opened and 
specie payments resumed and continued till 6 p.m. The run con- 
tinued next morning, but ceased after an hour or two. 

Mr. A. R. Joshua was brought before Captain Walshe, police 
ran be and @ remand of one week was asked for, which was 
granted. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held in the Ex- 
change Rooms, for the ee of taking into consideration the 
existing system of credit which has borne such disastrous results 
lately. ‘There were twenty-one members present, whose names 
we think it will be best for their credit that we do not publish, 
because every one seemed to have a different opinion from his 
neighbour upon the very grave question under consideration. All 
agreed only to differ, and the result was 222. One man thought it 
extremely inopportune to moot the point in the middle of a 
panic. Another wanted credit limited to two months and pay- 
ment of promissory notes strictly enforced when due. Another 
thought the present system good enough, and that 
to enforce payment of promissory notes when due would 
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bring down the whole bazaar. Another wanted cash before 
delivery, and asked if there was now a bazaar to be brought down. 
Another proposed the adjournment of the meeting for three 
months. In short, combination and unanimity, for which the 
Chinese are so remarkable, were clearly proved to be an impossi- 
bility, a Utopian dream, amongst the European houses. 

The colonial stenmer Pluto, Captain Bradbery, left for Malacca, 
taking down his Honour the Chief Justice, who goes to hold the 
special criminal session for the trial of the Treasury embezzlement 
case. 

William Waller and Adam Graham were arraigned before F. 
H. Gottlieb, Esq., junior police magistrate, on a warrant to kee 
the peace, issued on the information of a Mr. Stephen Eiward 
Howard, describing himself as a newspaper proprietor, charging 
them with assault and ‘threats of future violence, and declaring 
that he was afraid of his life. They were ordered to find 
sureties in $100 each to keep the peace for six months. They 
were then told there was still another warrant against them 
for assault, issued by a Mr. T. W. Mercer, also describing him- 
self as a newspaper proprietor of Singapore, and as Mr. Mercer 
wished to consult counsel, the cas2 was fixed for to morrow. The 
prisoners were admitted to bail. Mr. Howard then asked to havé 
the further charge of assault heard, which he hid mide against 
them, but the defendants asked to bo allowed time to engage 
counsel, which was grante!, and the hearing of this charge was 
also fixed for to-morrow.

IMPORTS. 


TIENTSIN.—The advices were much more favourable for Picce Goods. 
Grey Shirtings were in gol demand at gradually improving prices, 
while the other classes of Cotton fabrics shared in the general improve- 
ment. Drills spec:ally were sought for, stocks being limited. 

HanKkow.—There had been no change inthe market. Grey Shirtings 
were firmly held, but the dealers gave little response, and rates were 
still Tls. 1.66 to 1.69 for 7-Ibs., and Tis. 1.78 to 1.87 for 8} Ibs. 
T-Cloths and Drills were unaltered in value. 

CHINEIANG.—Advices are unimportant. The market for Grey Shirt- 
ings was slowly advancing in sympathy with that of Shanghai. 
T-Cloths were very flat, and dull of sale, while Drills met with a fair 
enquiry. The general disposition of importers was not. in favour of 
mecting the views of Chinese dealers, 

SHANGHAL—The market for Plain Cottons had been materially 
strengthened by further favourable telegrams from home, and by better 
news both from [Hankow and the North; but Fancy Goods and Wool- 
lens, with few exceptions, hal been moved with dilficully at unremune- 
rative rates. Grey Shirtings: The improvement in 83lb. had been 
continuons, and at the close holders were very firm, the tendency of 
prices being still upward. Collie’s Lion Chop commanded Tls. 1.87 ; 
Dewhurst’s best Eagles, Tls. 1.91); 7 lbs. very scarce and in request ; 
Ordinary Chops, Tls. 1.68 ; Heavy Shirtings on offer at low rates, with 
few purchasers. White Shirtings: Settlements to the extent of about 
10,000 pieces good to best ; and 1,000 pieces ordinary 64 reeds at Tis. 
2.00 to 2.10, and Tis. 1.90 respectively. T-Clothx: A large sale of 
8 lbs, 33,000 pieces at Tle. 1.70 had been effected ; 6 Ibs. common, and 
7 lbs. common to best, had been asked for; sales of 7 lbs. computed at 
30,000 pieces at Tls. 1.26 to 1.52, the last figure obtained for a small 
lot of Collie’s chop dollar. Drills: Quiet at a decline of 2 to 3 
cands.; Dutch, Tis. 3.01 to 3.074 ; English 15 lbs., Tls. 3.10 to 3.134. 
Jeana: Good English sold at Tis, 2.10 to 2.12 ; commoner descriptions 
occasionally asked fur at Tls. 2.05 to 2.07. Sheetings: Mark: t stronger, 
141b3., Tls. 2.70 to 2.85; 151bs. ordinary, Tis. 2.92 to 3.00 Fancy 
Cottons had not attracted much notice. Woollens: Sales extremely 
limited, and general demand far from active. Metals —Lead : In rather 
better favour, 300 tons L.B. reported settled at Ts. 4.75 to 4.80. Coals: 
Very dull. Quotations nominal. Cardiffs, Tls. 10 to 10.75; English, 
Tis. 9.50; American, Tls. 9.50. 

Hong Konc.—Moderate sales of Raw Cotton and Cotton Yarns had 
been made at about former figures. Manufactured Cotton Goods had 
been taken to some extent, but low rates had been accepted, and the 
demand was slack at the close, No movement had taken place in 
Woollens, other than a few sales of Lastinys, at lower figures. Rice 
has commanded slightly better prices, and some inquiry existed for 
Japan grain.

TEA. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: There had been but a emall business during 
the week. The reported settlements had been 5,789 chests at prices 
which showed no change in values. The stock was estimated at about 
12,000 chests. Green: A stcady inquiry had continued at about the 
valucs previously ruling, and somewhat larger transactions had taken 
place, the settlements reported during the week being 26,500 half- 
chests, and reshipments 3,800 half-chests. Towards the close we hear 
of further considerable purchases, mainly by one firm, some 13,000 
half-chests having, we believe, been purchased in addition to those 
above reported. The stock, including unreported settlements, was es- 
timated at 59,000 half-chests of all kinds. Por New York the vessels 
loading were the Morro Castle (full), Sarah Nicholson, Centurion, 
Dilkhoosh, and Mary Whitridge, at £3 per ton} of 40 cubic feet ; the 
steamer Surprise had cleared via Amoy, having engaged a small por- 
tion of her cargo here ati£4 per ton of 40 cubic feet. For London, rates 
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remained unchanged, being £2 15s. per ton of 50 cubic feet per sailing 
vessel, and £8 perton of 40 cubic feet per steamer ; on the berth were 
the clipper Glengairn, and steamer Agamemnon. 

Foocuow.—Fair settlements of Congou had been made. Teamen 
were still ready sellers of Congous at last quotations, and the tendency 
of the market was, if anything, weakening, but as yet there had been 
no noticeable drop in prices. In Souchongs and Scented Teas there 
had not been any transactions. The Oolong market was re-opened on 
the lst November, when settlements were made of 2,639 half-chests at 
Tis. 19.8 to 21.8 o.b., and of 731 half-chests at Tls. 20.4 0.b. Nothing 
had been done in the so called fine strings, the teas settled ranging from 
fair to superior cargo only. Prices had been somewhat irregular, but 
the basis seems to have been from Tis. 17.5 to 18.5 short for good 
cargo, Teamen reported that other offers had been made, and it is 
possible that further business may arise from these, but the generality 
of buyers of Oolong did not seem disposed to enter the market at cur- 
rent rates. The Silver Eagle had arrived and had been placed on the 
berth for London at £3 per ton, The James Wilson was on the berth 
for the Colonies. The vessels expected were--For London, s.8. Aga- 
memnon ; for the Colonies, Belted Willand Jessie McDonald. Rate of 
Freight to London, ‘per steamer, £3 per ton of 40 feet ; per sailing 
vessel, £2 15s. to £3 per ton of 50 feet. 

Amoy.—The market continued very quiet, and fairly good clean 
Oolong could be bought at $17 or as low a point as it has touched for 
one ortwo years. Receipts to date were about 208,000 half-chests, and 
stocks about 45,000 half-chests; only a few chops had been settled, 
which were for the s.s. Surprise. The Anglo Saxon sailed for New York 
on the 28th Oct., taking Amoy Oolong, 553,501 lbs. ; Tamsui Oolong, 
133,472 lbs. ; and Congou, 6,851 lbs. ; making a total of 693,824 Ibs. 
Tea. 

CANTON.—No settlements were reported, and there had been no 
change in values. 

SILK. 


SHANGHAI.—The active enquiry that existed at the date of our last 
report soon subsided, and the market had remained quiet during the 
week. Parcels however of desirable quality, owing to their scarcity, 
had commanded full prices, ‘‘ Gold Lion” chop having realised Ts. 535, 
and “‘ Blue Elephant,” Tls, 510. Holders of the commoner descriptions, 
of which the stock chiefly consisted, would now readily‘accept the 
figures recently quoted. The additional settlements of all kinds were 
estimated at 500 bales, making total to date, 40,800 bales, and the un- 
sold stock amounted to 5,000 bales. 

Canton.—During the week the market had been very quiet, with 
holders firm at previous rates, Settlements reported, 73 bales; the 
present mail, however, would take 350 bales in all, the bulk of which 
was purchased before the departure of last mail. Stock—2,000 bales 
Tsatlee, 80 bales Loonkong, 60 bales Cumchook and Lacklow, and 300 
to 400 bales of inferior descriptions. There was a good demand for 
fine Loonkongs, which were scarce, and commanded high rates. Re- 
reels were very quiet, and no new settlements or contracts had been 
reported. Several musters of Kowkong of the sixth crop had arrived, 
of poor colour, and nibby; but they were not taken as any criterion of 
the crop, as the first musters are always bad. The yield is said to be 
short, and the quality bad.

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THE NEW BISHOPRIC FOR CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—The establishment of a new Bishopric in China is a most 
important event, and if not done with great care will lead to future 
trouble. The fact is our last Bishop was Bishop of Victoria (Hong 
Kong), not. of China, and when we come to havea Bishop in China 
there are three points that should be very carefully regarded. 

1. The new Bishop should only have a limited territory appor- 
tioned. Say Chekiang province, with the right, of course, to confirm 
and exercise episcopal functions wherever needed. 

2 We must approach China with the intention of making all the 
Jand Christian. No mission should start upon any other plan, and, 
therefore, it is necessary that we begin the church upon a sound 
foundation, lay one stoneand prepare to lay another; before long we 
may have a native church and native Bishops, and it might even be 
better, while the Church Missionary Society provide the funds for an 
unendowed see, that the title be limited to Ningpo, and bis episcopal 
jurisdiction to one province. By no means should the new Bishop be 
called Bishop of North China. When other Bishops are wanted there 
might be a difficulty in arranging for the transfer of part of the dio- 
cese, more especia'ly ifthe Bishop were paid by a Missionary Society. 

3. It is of great importance when the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel is arranging for a new mission in China that the action and 
courseof American Church Missions should be clearly defined, there must 
be agreement if not united action. The country is large enough for all, 
and | believe that missions well conducted, where the training of 
native clergy is looked upon as the chief feature, rather than the num- 
ber of poor converts, there is much hope of success. Educate Chinese 
and use the presa rather than the tongue, and some good may be done 
by well written prayers, translations of our own collects and psalms, 
but the publio preaching to the mob is not the way to win Chinamen 
until they learn to behave a little and really wish to learn more. 

The S. P. G. advertise for four hizh class intellectual men for China 
and Japan, and they are right; we want apostolic men who will induce 
respect, and at first they must be content to hire Chinese to teach 
them Chinese, and in time these native teach«rs should be made and 
would become Christians. Taipiug-wang was a converted teacher ; see 
what he did, and if he had had a first-rate man instead of a Roberts to 
lead him, what might we not have sceu? China must be converted by 
Chinese, not by foreigners, and surcly by this time some from America 
or elsewhere might be found who would be worth having as teachers, 
to teachin some little place near Nankin, Canton, and Foochow ; 
but do not let us think of making a theological college in a place like 
Hong Kong, where Chinese would learn to despise Christianity rather 
than respect it.—Yours faithfully,

THE WEDDING OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 
; ae Daily News publishes the following extracts from a private 
etter :— 

Peking, Oct. 15.—The fortunate day and hour for the Imperial wed- 
ding bave been fixed, and the ceremony will take place at daylight to- 
morrow (full moon). The foreign Ministers have all been asked to re- 
quest foreigners not to go to-day or to-morrow into any of the streets 
through which the procession going for and returning with the bride 
will pass; and the Ministers have consented, but have returned very 
cold answers, as the Chincse Government have not had the courtesy 
to advise them officially that the wedding was to take place. We have 
been able to see something of the arrangements, but very little, and 
are hoping to see some more this afternoon. Oct. 16.—We had what 
I never expected—a perfect view of the procession yesterday. We 
succeeded in getting immediately opposite the entrance to the Impe- 
rial palace, and in persuading the mandarins sent up to order us down 
that we ought to be allowed to stay, and they fortunately assented. 
The coup dq@il was magnificent. The procession was not very long, 
but the dresses and appointments were splendid. First came a prince 
on horseback ; then 48 white ponies with yellow housings, led by men 
in scarlet ; the band, in scarlet, silent; 32 banners, 48 fans (big round 
things), 2 black umbrellas, 2 white ditto, 6 yellow ditto, 6 red ditto, 
2 blue ditto, 2 embroidered yellow ditto, 192 lanterns (all these things 
carried by men in scarlet); Prince Kung, looking very handsome, on 
horseback, with his four-bearer chair carried beside him ; the chair, yel- 
low and gold, carried by 16 coolies, all in scarlet (with batons) with 16 
spare coolies to relieve them (the chair apparently containing the 
bride) ; about 100 officials on horseback, in their best clothes; about 
200 officials on foot, ditto.

This legend, the writer 
maintalns, illustrates plates 29 and 50 of Mr. Fergusson’s “Trea and 
Serpent Worship.” The first of these places is supposed to represent 
the burning of a city, Jambuda, created by Bodhisatva in the air, 
with its inhabitants trying in vain to escape, and the people of Jame 
budvipa looking on and lamenting. The second plate the writer 
takes to be a representation of a maiden with seven utpala-stalks ia 
her hand, witnessing the entrance of Dipankara Buddha into the city 
Paduma, as related in the legend. :

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HameBore, Dee. 10. 

In the absence of anything more exciting, our Burgcrsehaft have 

been amusing themselves with overhanling the Constitution of this little 
Republic, the revision of which was spocially provided for after the 
lapse of ten years, which period will terminate next year. On the 
whole it was found to have worked well, but the chief points that came 
under discussion had reference to the composition of the Senate. Seve- 
ral motions were made to alter the more of election, and reducing the 
number of members. In support of this last proposal it was stated 
that the present number was not required since the re-establishment of 
the Empire, which had relieved the local Government from the admini- 
stration of several departments hitherto presided over by Senators, sach 
as the Post-office, the Tclegraphs, the Railways, the Army, the Stamps ; 
and they would probably be very soon called upon to surrender the 
expensive rights of the lighting up the coast, the pilot establishment, 
the Seamen's Hospital, the renewal of the beacuns and buoys, the re- 
aponsibility of keeping the fairwater of the Elbe at a proper depth, 
and removing such obstructions as mav be formed by sand-banke, &c. 
One of these motiuns—made by Mr. Edgar Rass—went to the extreme 
length of reducing the number of Senators to three, which in his 
opinion was quite sufiicient. But all these innovations were declined, 
and the revision ened, like some of the rivers in Africa, by being lost 
in the sands; and us the altcrations passed were of no real importance, 
the Constitution remains practica'ly the same for anyother term of ten 
years. 
: A subject of much greater commercial importance is the petition ef 
the Chamber of Commerce to the Department fur Trade and Navige- 
tion to take preliminury steps to induce the Bank of Prussia to establieh 
a Branch establishment in this city as soon as possible, as it has already 
done at Bremen, where it is found to be a great accommodation to the 
merchants ; but there are many grave objections to this proposal ; for, 
unlike Bremen, we have here such a multitude of private banks ready 
and willing to affurd the public every facility and accommodatian in the 
way of discounting bills and making advances with or without deposits, 
that there is scarcely room for a fresh one; and then the proposal 
appears premature, as it is well known that the Imperial Parliameat 
will have to legislate on the subject in the approaching session, whea 
a Bill for the comprehensive regulation of all Banks in Germany wil 
be laid before them, But the principal objection is that, like the fable 
of the horse and the man, if the Bank be officially invited to opon a 
Branch here, they will feel justifed in making onerous conditions aad 
asking for the same privileges as they enjoy in Prussia ; whereas there 
is no law to prevent their founding a Branch establishment here aay 
day in the year; und if they bave not hitherto done so, it is sufficiens 
proof that they do not consider such & course to be beneficial ta the 
interests of their sharebolders, 

A mecting of delegates from the North-German seaports and other 
commercial towns has been held at Rostock, to uphold the principles ef 
free trade. On the motion of the delegates from Konigsberg, Danzigy 
and Stettin, the following resolution was passed, and a committee 
appointed to carry it to the Chancellor of the Empire, aad press upoa 
him the importance of the same: “The Conference of Delegates is 
unanimously of opinion that the final object of a reform of the Custom- 
house tariff is its liberation from all protective duties and others tending 
to place obstacics in the way of free communication and traffic, and 
retaining only a few financial dutics, As the first and immediate steps 
to be taken in this direction, they strongly suggest and recommend : 
1, the repeal of the export duty on rays ; 2, the repeal of the import 
duties on all descriptions of iron and chemicals ; 3, a general reduction 
of the present duties on yarns with a corresponding revision of the 
dutics on mauufactured articles; 4, repeal of the duty on rice; and 4,

Rostock, Konigsberg, Danzig, Stettin, and Hamburg. A _ resolution 
was then moved by Herr Stephan, the delezate of Konigsberg, to the 
following effect, and unanimously passed :—‘‘ The Conference greets 
with lively satisfaction the intended immediate repeal of the salt-tax, 
and hupes that with reference to the proposed augmentation of tho 
duty on tobacco, the existing protcction on the home-grown article may 
by degrees be totally made to disappear.” And finally a motion made 
by the port of Swinemunde to memorialise the Prussian Minister for 
Finance on the subject of ports of distress was agreed to, its object being 
to liberate all vessels obliged to enter a port of distress—Nothhaven— 
either from contrary winds, storms, Ice, the repair of sea damages, 
obtaining provisions or fuel, or to receive orders for their ultimate port 
of destination and discharge—from the payment of all jocal dues and 
dock charges. 

The crew of the Hertha, which has passed three years and two 
mouths on the China and Japan station, and lately returned to Wil- 
helmshaven, have now been dismissed out of the reserve, and sent to 
their respective homes. There were about three hundred men, and as 
the greater part of them hail from Baltic ports, they passed throug’ 
this chty under ehargo of two naval officers. They all appeared to be 
in excellent spirits, and full of nautical fun and practical jokes, perfectly 
realising our old stereotyped idea of ‘‘ Jack ashore,” but at the same 
time evincing an evident and natural longing for their native flesh pots 
in their parental homes.

COMMERCIAL. 

The near approach of the Curistmas holidays manifests itself already, 
and interferes much with business, so that the markets for all descrip- 
tions of Produce are for tho time lamed and nezlected. The sales of 
Teas were confined to the exccution of a few orders for Congou and 
Souchong for the local trade. There has been a fair demand for Cassia 
Lignea at the rather reduced rates of 94 to 10 schillings banco. Pepper 
is dull of sale, and a shade lower. The 300 chests of Star Annis, im- 
ported per Corona, from Hong Kong, have been privately sold by the 
importers at secret prices, and the 100 chests ditto, per Sampan, were 
declared in transit, and been sent on to the interior. Rice is firmly 
held, but no transactions are reported. Of Spelter 1,0U0 centnoers 
have been taken at 15} marks banco per centner, under which figure 
there are no sellers.

HOLLAND. 
“(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RoTTrerpam, DEc. 11. 

The discussion of the Budget of the Home Department has lasted 
long, but all things must come to an end. The Budget has been passed 
unanimously. The last days of the debate were fraught with surprises. 
The Minister promised more railways to complete the existing system, 
or, if private expitalists shonld undertake the construction of the new 
Nines he would give financial aid ; he further promised a new building 
for the University at Leyden, and last, but not least, a new building in 
which to display the rich collection of beautiful pictures and other 
objects of art which is now heaped up promiscuously at Amsterdam. 
The résumé of the debate is that the Minister intends to spend a consi- 
derable sum of money upon public works, education and science, and 
art, which is to find in him a benevolent protector. Most certainly Mr. 
Geertsema is not an embodiment of eloquence, but such a programme 
is sure to meet with general sympathy. It is further very temarkable 
that the Chamber voted by 43 against 26 a credit of 5,000 guilders 
to promote a better system of cducation for young ladies. Of course, 
this miserable sum was not the subject of the debate, but the principle 
has been fought out, and Parliament is convinced that this branch of 
education needs improvement. The debatc upon lower class education 
was very dull. 

After the Home Budget had been got rid of the subject of the Naval 
Department was brought forward, and a prolonged and exciting debate 
ensued ; all sorts of technical questions regarding our navy were asked, 
but at last the Minister won the battle—his Budget being passed by a 
large majority (48—14 votes), The members then took a tew days of 
rest—that is they went to work in the scctions—to recruit their powers 
for the great parliamentary struggle—the debate upon the Budget of the 
War Department, which has begun to-day. Several members have 
already turned their guns on tho Minister; they say we spend too much 
money for our defence—two hundred and three millions in the last 
foarteen years—and that we are, nevertheless, utterly unable to defend 
our country, that our military organisation is very bad, that the 
Minister has no system; and they maintain that the Chamber 
ought not to grant so large a sum as is now asked for—seventeen 
mitions — withont a complete reorganisation being effected in our 
army and our means of defence. Time alone will show whether the 
majority hold with these opinions—I, for my part, hope they will. 
Strange rumours have found their way, even to the English newspapers, 
about the reorganisation of our defences, It has been asserted that all 
the lines of defence would be given up, except that of Amsterdam 
Utrecht, which would bo #0 strengthened as to be in a position to with- 
stand, if required, an attack by the whole German army. These ru- 
mours found a reply in some leaders in the German papers, demon- 
strating that Holland was trembling in fear of an attack front its 
German neighbours. These articles would have bees amreing, If tey 
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Thus it was asserted by the Presse, of course ‘‘ under reserve,’ thata 
German agent had distributed ten thousand rifles amongst the natives 
of Sumatra, who ure at war with the Dutch Government, and that the 
revolutionists had thrown up entrenchments, which could not have been 
made by themselves without aid from Europeans. With this little 
story I take my leave of military matters. The major-general of the 
East India army, D. L. de Brabant, has quitted the service, receiving 
the Knighthood of the Netherlands Lion. 

The very rough and stormy weather which has prevailed during the 
last few weeks makes it necessary for me to post my letter a day sooner 
than usual. Last week owing to this cause I[ could only send a short 
and incomplete report of the last meeting of the shareholders of the 
Rotterdam Bank. Let me add that this financial establishment will 
most probably In a short time increase its capital to fifteen millions. 
The shares have advanced to 116} —which certainly proves that the public 
has abundant confidence in the communication made by the leading 
manager, Mr. Muller, that the next dividend will be very satisfactory. 
The business hus increased so much that more managers will have to 
be appointed. Mr. Canters will shortly return from Java after having 
liquidated the branch there. It was decided that the comnmissaries may 
be re-elected, and it is intended to allow foreizners to be elected to this 
office as well as to thatof manager. The shares will be quoted upon 
all the principal foreign Bourses, and the Bank is free to undertake 
financial operations, exeept speculations in public shares and merchan- 
dise. 

Belgium, it scems, is not very prosperous with its financial estab- 
lishments. The stoppage of the Bangue de U' Onion is an utter disaster 
which recals that of Mr. Langrand, and we must be thankful that our 
financial establishments are not—as far as is known—injured by this 
failure. Some weeks ago I mentioned that an influential company had 
beon established here, with a cupital of fifteen millions, to promote trade 
and industry. I now hear that this Rotterdam Trading Company has 
asked for a concession to explorate Fyeuoord, that is, to build a new 
town on the other side of our river. The exact details of this scheme 
are not yet known, but in my next letter I may be able to furnish par- 
ticulars. j 

A local paper, the Weesper Courant, is informed by its Hague cor- 
respondent that the relations between the Minister of the Colonial 
Department, Mr. Fransen van de Putte, and the Governor-General of 
Java, Mr. Loudon, are not so couleur de rose as is desirable. It 
seems that the latter maintains—and this, indeed, agrees with his 
known character—an independent position, and declines to be the mere 
serviteur of the Minister. The correspondent adds that already much 
sharp correspondence has been interchanged. 

The King, who is now at his seat het Loo, enjoying in this horrible 
weather the pleasure of shooting, has appointed as our Minister resident 
in Japan Mr. F. P. van der Hoeven, now our representative at the Court 
of Italy, in which post he is to be succeeded by Mr. W. F. H. von 
Weckerlin. 

The news, spread by the Java papers, that a new journal was to be 
established there, under the editorship of Messrs. van Vioten, v. d. 
Linden, Douwes Dekler, and Roords van Eysinga, is contradicted. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Transactions in our leading articles of colonial and foreign Produce 
have been devoid of animation, and the late excitement as regards Coffee 
has a good deal abated. Prices of this article, as well as of Sagar, are, 
however, well supported. Parcels of Java Tobacco, offered fur sale by 
private tender, have realised full rates. 

CorrEs.—The demand has been brisk, and the inactivity which has 
prevailed in the market is mainly to be attributed to the reservedmess 
of holders. No shipments of private importation were offered on eee, 
and second-hand parcels of Trading Company’s Coffee are also but 
little brought forward, while 484c. is demanded for good ordinary Java. 
Sales have been closed at Amsterdam of 400 bags Timor, ex Electra, at 
47}c. é 
Oe: continues in a healthy position, but I have only to report the 
sale of 275 baskets No 7, afloat, on secret terms. 

Tzea.—The brokers’ valuations of the cargo of China ex Duna, from 
Foochow, via Saez Canal, to be offered for sale by public auction here 
on the 19th inst., range betweeen 88c. and 140c. according to quality.

Spices.—The tone of our market remains unaltered. Transactions 
are on a limited scale.

THE IMPERIAL MARRIAGE AND THE FOREIGN 
MINISTERS. 


Tae news which reaches us from Peking of the completion 
of the Imperial marriage is coupled with the significant an- 
nouncement that not only were the Foreign Ministers not 
invited to tbe ceremony, but that the only official informa- 


tion on the subject vouchsafed to them by the Chinese Go- 
vernment was the request forwarded at the last moment-that 
neither they nor their subordinates would leave their Lega- 
tions on the days set apart for the marriage festivities. ‘A 
straw will show which way the wind blows,” and the studied 
discourtesy thus displayed by the Government towards the 
representatives of the Treaty Powers augurs ill for the 
friendly solution of the Audience Question. We have reason 
to believe that the answers returned by the Ministers were 
couched in coldly formal terms as a hint to Prince Kuna 
that they were fully aware ofthe slight put uponthem. In 
good truth the position of affairs in China is enough to 
make even the most long-suffering politician lose patience. 
It is now more than thirty years since Sir Henry PorrincER 
coucluded his celebrated Treaty within the walls of Nanking. 
And what progress have we made in.our relations with the 
Empire in those three decades? Five porta were then open 
to trade, now we have access to twelve; then our Minister 
resided at Hong Kong, now he hasa house at Peking. Such 
are the relative positions occupied by us in China in 1842 
and 1872. But even this gives an exaggerated idea of the 
advance really made ; for, though the British flag flies over 
the Liang Kung Foo, yet it may fairly be questioned 
whether the position of our Envoy, at present, be not 
less dignified than when he directed affairs from the 
Government House at Hong Kong. It is true that 
he resides in the capital, and that he is thus in 
direct communication with the Tsuna-L1 Yamun, but 
this only makes the slights put upon him by the Chi- 
nese Government the more personally offensive and con- 
Bpicuously obvious. Of this the mandarins are perfectly 
aware, and ever since the withdrawal of our troops from the 
neighbourhood of Peking, they have lost no opportunity of 
nullifying the effect produced among the natives by our 
sucoess in arms, by offering every slight it has been possible 
for them to confer upon the personnel of the British and 
other Legations. 

A reference to the visit of the Duke of Epinsures to Pe- 
king will fairly illustrate our remarks. It will be remem- 
bered that during his stay in the capital the Chinese Go- 
vernment took no notice whatever of his presence, although 
they were perfectly well aware of his arrival, thus proclaim- 
ing publicly their contempt for every scion of royalty other 
than those which surround the Dragon Throne. To this act 
of discourtesy we submitted, as we have submitted to scores 
of others ; but it would have been far wiser if, instead of 
courting an insult by visiting Peking, the Duke of EpinsurcH 
had avoided the capital altogether, and contented himself with 
viewing those other cities in China where, no special honour 
being possible, their omission could not be taken to imply an 
. affront. In this same way the position of our Minister in 
Peking has laid him open to numerous slights which could 
never have been offered him had he remained in Hong Kong, 
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and thus an advantage which if properly used might, years 
ago, have placed our relations with China on a firm inter- 
national basis, has by the weakness of our policy been turned 
to our discredit. In saying this we are by no means un- 
mindful of the different commercial privileges which have of 
late years been conceded to us by the Chinese Government ; 
but we would ask what greater indignity could they have 
offered to the representatives of the Queen and of the other 
European Sovereigns at Peking than by, at the last moment, 
imforming them of the intended marriage of the Emperor, 
only to request that they and their subordinates would not 
show themselves in the streets on the days set apart for the 
ceremony ? 


Tue second of the batch of new steamers building on the 
Delaware for the fleet of the Pacific Mail Company has 
been launched and named the Acapulco. This vessel has 
been constructed by Messrs. Hurtan and HonLinaswortH, 
and her length is about 320 feet, beam 40 feet, depth of 
hold 30 feet. She has four decks, and her carrying capacity 
is 4,500 tons. The engines are on the compound principle, 
with cylinders 51 and 88 inches in diameter, and with 42 
inches of stroke; she has four boilers 9 feet 9 inches in 
length, and 13 feet in diameter, connected to one smoke- 
stack ; each boiler is made of 13-16-inch boiler-iron, double 
riveted, and capable of carrying a working pressure of 70 
pounds of steam. The line shafting is 134 inches in dia- 
meter, the propeller-wheel being 16 feet 3 inches, with a 
varying pitch of 22 to 26 feet. When the Acazulco was 
launched she drew 7 feet. Three more ships are now being 
built at the Delaware Works at Chester. One is 312 feet, 
and two are 421 feet long, and of 40 and 47 feet breadth 
of beam respectively. The name of the first one, noticed in 
our last, is the Colon. 





ComMPLAINTs continue to reach us of the inefficiency of the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Cable, and the want of connec- 
tion with Foochow and other coast ports. Some allusion 
was made by the chairman of the China Submarine Com- 
pany as to laying a duplicate line. This had better be car- 
ried out without delay, or the establishment of a third com- 
pany will be the result. There is a determination on the 
part of both the Chinese and foreign merchants, engaged in 
the Coast trade, to rectify the present unsatisfactory state of 
ccmmunication as speedily as possible. 


Ir is perbaps amongst the things not generally known, 
that our Government will not permit the landing of any 
submarine cable at Hong Kong, and other British possessions, 
for which a special concession has been granted by a foreign 
Government. It is difficult to see with what object this 
regulation is enforced; it certainly seems very similar to 
Chinese obstructiveness, about which we have so often to 
complain. We believe that this obstacle has been the chief 
one in the laying down a cable to connect Manila with Hong 
Kong. 


Our Holland correspondent announces the appointment of 
Mr. F. P. Van per Horven, late Minister at the Court 
of the King of Iraty, to be Minister and Plenipotentiary at 
Yedo. Our Hamburg Correspondent informs us that Mr. 
JENSEN, of the firm of Messrs. Joun Burp and Co., has been 
confirmed as Consul at Hong Kong for Denmark. 





Tue Crown Agents for the Colonies have invited tenders 
for the laying of a Submarine Telegraph Cable between 
Natal and Mauritius, and thence on to Aden, to connect with 
the British India Company’s line. We believe that these 
Colonies are prepared to pay something in the shape of a 
guaranteed interest, on the necessary capital. 


Mr. Sutty, the provisional liquidator of the ‘ Joint 
National Agency,” the concern which was established by 
Messrs. BowLes Bros., and in which the Japanese made de- 
posits to the extent of some £20,000, is now gathering in 
the assets of the Company, and will report on the prospects 
and condition of the estate on the 21st inst. 

A Texzaram has been received from Calcutta announcing 
that Mr. Cooper and the Panthay Prince Hassan, who left 
this country in September for Talifoo, have stopped in Ran- 
goon, owing to reports that Talifoo was in the occupation of 
Chinese troops. 
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THE CHINA BISHOPRIC. 

A very important declaration has been published in con- 
nection with the Colonial Bishopric’s Fund, subscribed with 
the names of the four Archbishops and twenty-nine Bishops 
of the Churches of England and Irelaud. It proposes the 
endowment of nineteen new Bishoprics, and of eight already 
in existence, but for which only partial or temporary pro- 
vision has yet been made. With reference to an announce- 
ment we lately made as to the appointment of a Bishop to 
China, we find in the declaration the following :—‘“ The 
“ Church Missionary Society has expressed its readiness to 
“ pay, for the present, the salary of an additional Bishop in 
“ China, and steps have been taken with a view to an ap- 
“pointment. Ultimately his salary should be provided for 
“by a permanent endowment.” We wish especially to call 
the attention of our readers—both at home and in China— 
to the words we have printed in italics. We believe that 
they will do much to reassure the minds of many who 
looked with apprehension on the proposal to appoint a Mis- 
sionary Bishop for the North of China, not only nominated 
by, but dependent on, and receiving his instructions from, 
a society—however excellent that society might be. That 
apprehension, well-founded, as we think, in principle, derived 
in this case additional force from the fact that no body of 
men sitting in London could possess acquaintance with the 
peculiar necessities of the Church in China in any degree to be 
compared with that of a Bishop residing there, who ought to 
be left to a more free exercise of his functions than a Society's 
Bishop could possibly be. We are, therefure, glad to find 
that the payment of the salary of the new Bishop by the 
“Church Missionary Society ” is to be considered only as a 
temporary measure ; the consecration of the Rev. W. A. 
Russet, was performed in Westminster Abbey on the 
15th inst., being the Third Sunday in Advent. Mr. Rus- 
BELL is well known in China, where he bas long laboured 
with zeal, perseverance, and success ; and his appointment 
will be welcomed by his brethren the clergy, by the native 
converts, and by the foreign cummunity residing there. In 
wishing him much happiness and success as a bishop, we at the 
same time desire to urge upon the friends of the Church the 
importance of providing a permanent endowment for the office 
which he is about to fill. It is not proposed by the Council 
—say the Bishops in their declaration—that the entire eu- 
dowment of these sees should be raised in England, but that 
the Christians in each country.and the merchants who de- 
rive wealth from thence, should unite according to their 
ability with the Colonial Bishoprics’ Counoil, with the Church 
societies, and others in England, in providing the necessary 
funds. We earnestly commend these words to the generous 
consideration of the merchants of China, than whom a more 
liberal class of men does not, we thiuk, exist. 





THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

THE account of this Company’s meeting must have been 
perused by our readers with too much interest to leave room 
for us to make any other comment on it than congratulation.

We have nothing before 
us but to wish continued prosperity to the P. and O, Com- 
pany—which is about synonymous with wishing long life to 
the present energetic directors, 
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CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

In the course of the discussion on the budget in the French 
National Assembly, Count Desbassayns de Richemont took advan- 
tage of the presentation of the credits for the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs to call the attention of the Government to the persecution 
of Christians in Japan. He had, he said, hoped from information 
given some time back in the journals that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had put an end to its barbarous acts, but unfortunately 
more recent accounts had not realised that expectation, and he 
regretted to say that of 3,000 Christians who had been banished, 
1,000 had died after sufferings of all kinds, and the others were 
languishing in their exile, decimated by misery and ill-treatment 
The Court of Japan, anxious to obtain a position in the concert 
of civilised nations, was at this moment sending an Embassy to 
visit the different European Powers, and he wished to ask the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs whether he could give any informa- 
tion on the subject, and whether he did not think that the pre- 
sence of that Embassy was a favourable opportunity for raising 
the voice of France on so painful a question. 

M.de Goulard, Minister of Foreign Affairs, replied that the 
Assembly could entertain no doubt as to the solicitude of the Go- 
vernment, The fresh information received by the last speaker, 
which he trusted was not entirely exact, caused the apprehension 
that persecutions, not yet generally known, continued in Japan, 
and had led to results more sad and deplorable than anything 
contained in the official correspondence. He had some time back 
received a despatch which, while attracting his attention to that 
painful subject, seemed to reduce the facts to less serious propor- 
tions. Ie then wrote to the French Charge d’Affaires for further 
particulars, but had not yet received an answer. The Assembly was 
probably aware that there had been discovered in the interior of 
the country a Christian coloay, which had existed for a long time 
past, and was an interesting relic of former missions. It would 
seem that this colony, by some caprice of the local authority, had 
been dispersed and exposed to cruel treatment. He was informed 
that the persecution, although odious and inhuman, had not 
been sanguinary, but it had at least resulted in acts which 
may have eventually compromised not only the safety and 
liberty of the persons stricken, but their lives also. The 
French Government would spare no pains to obtain the 
most precise information; it would employ all its influence 
with a Government which was not deaf to the voice of 
civilisation, to obtain from it a conduct more worthy of a na- 
tion which wished to take a place among civilised countries. A 
solemn and important embassy was indeed expected in France ; 
nothing so far indicated that it was charged with any other mis- 
sion than that of studying European arts, railways, electric tele- 
graphs, and all the curiosities and novelties that had illustrated 
the present age. The French Government would not only hasten 
to exhibit to the Embassy all those precious things, and initiate it 
in all the material benefits of modern civilisation, but it would 
neglect no opportunity of acting in such a manner that when the 
Ambassadors returned to Asia they might teach the Japanese popu- 
lations something still more precious, namely, humanity and re- 
ligious tolerance. 


THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

In pursnance of a meeting of the Bishops at Lambeth Palace, 
in which among other subjects the effort recently made by the 
Japanese Government to reatrain the persecution of the Christians 
was discussed, the Archbishop of Canterbury paid a formal visit 
to the Japanese Ambassadors at the Buckingham Palace Hotel. 
His Grace expressed in his own name and in that of his brethren 
his thankfulness for the progress which has been made in the cause 
of religious liberty in Japan, and his earnest hope that the inter- 
course at present existing between England and Japan may lead to 
further good results. The visit of the Archbishop was followed by 
that of a deputation, consisting of the president, secretaries, and 
members of the Council of the Ivangelical Alliance, who pre- 
sented a memorial asking that all enactments against the Chris- 
tian religion might be repealed throughout Japan. ‘The deputa- 
tion was introduced by Lee Ebury, the president of the society, 
oe following answer to the memorial was handed to him by 

wakura, 


To the Council of the Evanzelical Alliance.—Gentlemen,—We aro 
very much gratified with the visit of a deputation from so influential a 
body as the British Evangelical Alliance. Your words, expressive of 
deep interest in the Empire from which we have come as the Aimbassa- 
dore of his Majesty the Emperor, are fully appreciated by us ; and 
your desire that our mission may result in greater prosperity to our 
land is fully reciprocated with respect to the kingdom of Great Britain. 
We cannot allow this opportunity to pass without a word of reply con- 
cerning the reported persecutions in Japan to which you have alluded. 
We are glad to assure you in this public manner that the statement 
that “the Imperial laws against the introduction and profession of 
Christianity have of late been promulgated” is not correct. ‘The desire 
of the Government is to do what is best for its subjects, and to foster 
a spirit of greater religious as well as civil liberty. We refer yon to 
our present attitude, both at home and abroad, in confirmation of the 
fact that this is the feeling of the central Power. 

The Ambassadors commenced the past week—the last of their 
stay in England—with a visit to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales at Sandringham. Iwakura, with the four Associate Am- 
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bassadors, and the two secretaries, travelled by an early train from 
London, accompanied by Sir Harry Parkes, Major-General Alex- 
ander, and Mr. Aston, and were met at the railway station at 
Wolferton by Major Grey, equerry-in-attendance on the Prince 
of Wales. Carriages were in waiting, by which they were con- 
veyed (amidst a furious storm of wind, rain, and sleet) to Sand- 
ringham house, where the Prince and Princess, the Royal chil- 
dren, and suite, were assembled in the reception saloon to meet 
them, and the members of the Embassy were severally presented. 
The interview was divested, for the most part, of State ceremonial, 
and assumed the character of a friendly visit. ‘The Ambassadors 
were entertained by the Prince and Princess at luncheon, and 
afterwards (the storm having subsided) a tour was made of the 
royal gardens, conservatories, and tropical houses. Having taken 
leave of the Prince and Princess, the Embassy left for London. 
They have since been entertained at dinner by Sir Harry Parkes 
and Sir Arthur Kinnaird, M.P., and have paid a visit of inspec- 
tion toa large range of wharves and warehouses on the Surrey 
shore of the Thames near London-bridge known as “ Butler's 
Wharf,” through which the Ambassadors were conducted by Mr. 
Hutchins, the chairman of the board of directors. 

On the 11th inst. all the members of the Embassy, accom- 
panied by General Alexander, attended the Cattle Show at the 
Agricultural Hall. ‘They were received by Mr. Sidney, the 
secretary of the Agricultural Hall Company, who conducted them 
over the most important parts of the show. Mr. Ransome ex- 
pe the use of the machinery and implements; and Mr. 

utton described the nature and properties of the roots on which 
cattle are fed in this country. The Ambassadors were then 
shown the Devons, Herefords, and Shorthorns, as the first three 
English breeds of horned stock: and, afterwards, the sheep. 
From what was said it appeared that some members of the 
Embassy are considering the practicability of a cross between 
their sheep and the most profitable English breeds. After having 
viewed the show of animals, the Ambassadors were entertained 
at luncheon by the directors in the Board Room and before 
leaving, Iwakura purchased a neat Parisian phaeton which was 
exhibited in the Hall. 

The Ambassadors will leave London for Paris this day.

The visit of the Japanese Embassy to this country may be supposed 
to have terminated with the formal reception of the Ambassadors by 
Her Majesty on Thursday last, and they and we may now review the 
incidents and compute the results of a mission so truly extraordinary. 
We live in an age of such marvels that few things canse much as- 
tonishment ; yet, if anybody had predicted thirty years ago that an 
accredited Embassy would really arrive in this country from Japan, 
he would have been ridiculed for his pains. Japan was then, and had 
long been, the most mysterious region of the whole globe, the more 
so because it was neither savage nor uncivilised, but the seat of 
&@ most ancient race, with an organised Government, well-deve- 
loped industries, and venerable traditions. The manners and 
customs of the inbabitants were said to resemble in some 
degree those of the Chinese, but China itself was only imperfectly 
known, while of Japan we possessed merely the strange and fragmen- 
tary accounts which had filtered through the journals of certain Rus- 
sian prisoners. The Japanese had bound themselves, or were bound 
by their rulers, to national seclusion. One country alone was allowed 
once a year to send a single ship to their ports, and through this chan- 
nel a few characteristic wares and products of the country found their 
way to Europe. Twenty years have not elapsed, even now, since this 
seclusion was interrupted by Treaties establishing commercial inter- 
course, and yet our own eyes have seen the representatives of this re- 
markable people, and the Queen of England has received a letter from 
the unapproachable Mikado of Japan. 

Asiatics are so prone to reserve in their manners and conversa- 
tion that it would not be easy to say what the departing Embassy 
really thought of England and the English, or what reporta of us, our 
country and our doings, the Ambassadors will carry back with them. 
They have, it must be owned, been well received. They have seen 
everything they could wish to see; they have been treated with 
courtesy, and even with cordiality, by our municipal bodies, and the 
dignity of their character has been recognised by a reception at Court. 
Perhaps, however, it may have occurred to our visitors that the aris- 
toeracy of England was somewent less demonstrative than that of their 
owncountry. Japanis the land of greatnobles. If we may belicveall we 
read of it, the state of society must be very like that existing in Eng- 
land some five centuries ago. Fendalism is the chief institution of the 
country. The Daimios, or great noblemen, enjoy incomesaslargeas those 
ofour richest peers, and they exercise aterritorial jurisdiction unknown 
in England since the Wars ofthe Roses. Their retainera are numerous 
enough to form small armies; indeed, the aggregate force of these 
followers is exceedingly large. Our three Northern Earls were not 
more powerful in the 15th century than the Japanese Daimios are 
now, and it is impossible not to imagine that the Ambassadors, im- 
pressed with the precedents of their own land, may have anticipated 
more hospitality and attention than they actually experienced from 
the Daimios of England. However, we have our own ways, as these 
visitors no doubt discovered ; and, as they came to learn, and found 
No obstacles in the way of acquiring information, we may hope their 
satisfaction is substantially complete. 

The question now is, what will follow. How far shall we, or they, 
be the better for this singular visit? We have been told—though all 
reports from Japan must be regarded as imperfect or doubtfal—that 
the coantry is almost in a state of revolution from the rapidity of its 
recent hat in Europe is described at the Rénaissance of 
ef or aociety has burst upon Japan with the abruptness of » 
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social convulsion. We have made bat little impression on the Chinese, 
and not much more, until very lately, on the Hindoos, but an inter- 
course of a few years’ duration with the world outside them has sufficed 
to throw the Japanese into a ferment of reforms. Perhaps the truth is 
that the spirit of inquiry and progress always existed among them, for 
their policy of seclusion was of comparatively modern date, and the 
traditions of earlier times may have still survived, to quicken into 
life again when impediments were removed. At any rate, this very 
Embassy is enough to prove the change which must have passed over 
the people and their Government. The Mikado, who has now ad- 
dressed a letter to our Queen, was, till lately, even in Japan itself, a 
mysterious and almost unknown personage. None but members of 
his own family are permitted, we hear, to learn his name. Like 
the mythical princes of Hindostan, he is supposed to be of Divine ex- 
traction, and the practical administration of the country—so far as it 
is not in the hands of the Daimios—was for many generationa left to 
devolve on a humbler representative of sovereignty. With all these 
vestiges, however, of primeval society, the Japanese, like their neigh- 
bours the Chinamen, have a strong practical turn. Take any average 
specimens of either people, and they are ag alert, as versatile, and as 
sharp-sighted as the Americana themeelves. A Chinaman will learn 
any trade, live on any wages, and keep himself going wherever he may 
be; and the natives of Japan, we read, are in these respects by no 
means behind the Chinese. They are even said to possess some ad- 
vantages of national character, and to approach more nearly to the 
European, or even the English, stamp than any other Oriental people. 
What will they do now, after thus reviving and extending their know- 
ledge of the great modern world ? 

We have had Japanese visitors hefore, but this was a Japanese 
Embassy. Nation was formally brought into contact with nation, 
and the idea of seclusion or isolation ought to be entirely abandoned. 
Practically we suppose it is so, though the territory of Japan is by 
no means very accessible even now, and we hear not only of the ex- 
istence but of the possible predominance of a party in the country 
bent upon once more keeping foreigrers at a distance. There are 
rumours of civil war, of Daimios in insurrection, and of revolutions 
at Court. On the other hand, it is said that the great nobles are 
really anxious to be free traders, but that their wishes are thwarted 
by the Government. We have, in point of fact, much to learn of the 
country, and it is probable that the Japanese Ambassadors know 
more about us at this moment than we know about them. It is eer- 
tainly curious that of late years our trade with Japan should have gra- 
dually declined, until, in 1870, it was Icos than a third of what it 
Such an effect must have been due to artificial 
causes. No one can imagine thata people so shrewd and industrious as 
the Japanese would, after beginning to buyand sellin modern faskien, 
be disposed of their own accord to surrender the manifold and obvious 
fruits of sach an intercourse. There must be intervention somewhere, 
dictated, no doubt, by private interests or social prejudices, and we 
may hope one result of this visit to Europe will be the removal of 
the obstacles thus established. The Japanese are peculiarly diligent 
and ingenious, and it is, indeed, a curious proof of their success in 
handicraft that one of their products should have brought with it a 
name to be naturalised in our language at a time when all the ports 
of Japan were closed, except, at rare intervals, to the Dutch, and when 
the whole country, with its inhabitants, was nothing better than a 
mystery. These days, however, are past. Willingly or unwillingly, 
princes and people alike have put themsclves in communication with 
the outer world once more, and from this position there will be no 
second withdrawal, Let us hope that our visitors, on their return to 
their native land, will give a good account of our disposition towards 
their country, and that such intercourse as is for the benefit of both 
peoples may be speedily developed and long maintained between Ja- 
panese and English. 





Monetary and Commerctal. 


The directors of the Eastern Telegraph Company anmounce 
that the average actual time in the transmission of messages/from 
Bombay during the month of November was 1 hour and 37 mi 
nutes, which, by comparison with the return for October, is an 
improvement in speed of 22 minutes. An improvement of 1} 
hours has also occurred in the average speed from China. 

At an extraordinary meeting of the National Bank of India 
(Limited), the resolution passed on the 19th ult., altering the 
Articles of Association, was confirmed. 

The half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the Union Bank 
of London will be held on the 15th proximo, to receive & report 
for the six months, and to declare a dividend. 

The half-yearly court of the proprietors of Kast India Stock 
was held on the 11th inst., Mr. J. Harvey Astell in the chair. 


The Chairman referred to the death of Colonel Sykes since the last 
court, by which the Company had lost a most efficient and valuable 
servant, who had on many occasions sacrificed his own personal ad- 
vantage and rendered himself unpopular by forwarding the views of the 
Company. (Hear.) The vacancy thus cansed on the board had been 
filled up by the late Field-Marshal Sir G. Pol!ock, to whose worth any 
testimony he might bear would be needie<s. In his place Mr. Charles 
Helps had beeen elected on the board «f directors. The dividend for 
the half-year would be paid as usual at the Bank of England on the 
6th January. 

Some discussion arose upon the election of two gentlemen te All

The Chairman said there would be only two more divi- 
dends to pay, after which the Company would, according to its Act, 
cease toexist. The proceedings then terminated.

of Messrs. ,Turquand, Youngs, and Co.), of 16, Tokenhouse-yard, 
has been appointed receiver. Messrs. Richard Jones and Co., 
Lancaster-place, Strand, are the solicitors to the petition. 

The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council have not yet de- 
livered judgment in the case of Hart v. Gumpach. 

Bar silver has been sold at 593d. per oz. standard, showing a 
slight decline in price from that previously current. Mexican 
Dollars continue to arrive from New York, and new coinage has 
been sold at 583d. per oz. The market for the old coin is very 
quict. 








THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for November show, with regard 
to the coal and iron trades, an enormous increase in the value of 
shipments, accompanied by a decrease in quantities. Of coal the 
increase in the value of our exports has been 85 per cent., and of 
iron it hasbeen 38 per cent., against a diminution of tonnage in 
both cases of about 7 per cent. As regards cotton goods, the 
shipments of yarn show an increase of 26 per cent. in value and 
33 per cent. in quantity, while in finished articles it has been 10 
per cent. in value and 5 per cent. in quantity. Of other goods 
the increase in value has been—apparel, 40 per cent.; alkali, 56 

r cent. ; beer and ale, 29 per cent. ; earthenware, 19 per cent. ; 

aberdashery, 16 per cent. ; hardware, 15 per cent.; linen maau- 
factures, 5 per cent.; machinery, 50 per cent.; and silk manu- 
factures, 13 percent. The only important items on the adverse 
side are woollen manufactures, which show a decrease in value of 
6 per cent., with a slight increase in quantity, and unenumerated 
articles 7 per cent. 

The imports of China Tea in November were considerably less 
than in the corresponding month last year, being 16,000,000 Ibs., 
against fully 21,000,000 Ibs. in 1871; those of Indian were, how- 
ever, fully half a million lbs. larger, the figures 2,000,000 lbs., 
ay ae 1,450,000 lbs. The total for the year show a reduced sur- 
plus of barely five million lbs. The entries for home use last 
month were barely equal to those of the preceding year, although 
at the same time the difference is very slight, and the total re- 
mains four million lbs. in excess of 1871. The exports continue 
on about the same scale as previously this year, the total being 
rather less. The stock at the close of November showed a smaller 
surplus, viz., 4,400,000 lbs. Statement for the first eleven months

A dragging unsatiefactory market continues, purchases are made 
simply to supply actual wants, manufacturers being unwilling to lay 
in stock at this period of the year, preferring to run the chance of any 
ehange in prices which may occur later on. Continental demand is 
almost nil, owing to the unsettled state of French politics, and this 
also adda to the dulncss of the market. Prices of China Silk remain 
nominally the same, Importers, as a rule, holding their Silks for full 
rates. Cantons are unaltered, and Japans are without change. De- 
liveries have fallen off, being from lst to 11th December : —China, 634 
bales; Canton, 195 bales; Japan, 225 bales; Bengal, 133 bales; 
total, 1,187 bales.

The market for Plantation Ceylon continues excited ; and moderate 
supplies, consisting of fine ordinary and low middling kinds, offered 
by auction have been taken off with active competition at a farther 
advance, the latest prices paid being, triage 733. to 803., small 82s., 
low middling 85s. to 85s. 6d., middling 863, to $88. 6d., peaberry 
99s. 6d. per cwt. For arrival salea to considerable extent have been 
effected at 84s., both with and without guarantee of crops; 700 bags 
Native Ceylon Augustsailing have been eold at 77s. 6d., and 400 bags 
ditto September at 783. per cwt. 

The stock has undergone a further remarkable diminution, the de- 
liveries last week having been heavy, and 1,250 tons in excees of those 
in 1871, and as the landings were about 1,100 tons less, the deficiency 
in the etock now reaches the unusual amount of 8,200 tons. The 
quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated 
as follows :—Plantation, 82,674 cwt., against 113,583 cwt. at the 
corresponding date of 1871; Native, 8,358 cwt., against 23,909 
ewt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the forty-nine weeks ended 
Dec. 7, 1872, was, of Ceylon, 31,021 tons, against 37,134 tons 
daring the corresponding period of 1871; of all descriptions, 61,062 
tons, against 70,430 tons.

The stock on Nov. 23, 
was, of Ceylon, 5,356 tons, against 9,655 tons; of all descriptions 
11,554 tons, against 19,769 tons. 


SUGAR. 

The market continues in the same dull state reported for the past 
few weeks, refiners abstaining from buying as far as possible, and 
there being little demand for other purposes, sales are limited, and 
prices of low brown kinds are again cheaper.
